its recom m endations regarding the new army 


program. 
The 
house 
com m ittee so far has 


dodged the question 
of com pulsory 
military 


tiaining. 
Its program, as announced, provides 


for a standing army of 300,000 men and 18,000 


officers and contains no plan for a system of 


universal service. 
The sen ate com m ittee on 


the other hand, calls for a standing arm y of 


only 280,000 or even 
less 
and puts greatest 


stress upon com pulsory military training of 


all boys from 18 to 21 years of age*. 


I lo* republican part y, for som e years, has 


urged that the arm y be reorganized in accord­ 


ance with the best expert advice. 
Since prac­ 


tically all the experts agreed that the adop­ 


tion of th* universal service principle was the 


first essential step in a proper reorganization, 


the republican party for years advocated uni­ 


versal service and one of the criticism s which 


it was especially fond of bunging against the
